Cheapening the M11U Ration. 


Roughage is nearly the same every- 


where—corn silage, cornstalks and hay. 
The question is what to use for a grain 
ration to be fed with the above kinds 
of roughage to produce the most milk. 
Most farmers have corn aud oats, 
which they grind and feed mixed with 
a little bran. This does not furnish the 
most desirable nor the cheapest ration 
when production is considered. Leave 
out the corn entirely, as worse than 
useless, says B. 'W. Slosher of Erie 
county, X. Y., and substitute cotton- 
seed meal, even nt $00 per ton. By 
feeding four pounds of bran, four 
pounds of oats aud two pounds of cot- 
tonseed meal with silage, cornstalks 
and hay or even without the hay, you 
will get results that will be surprising.

Recently in Chicago a car of butter 


from a Kansas creamery company was 
examined by government experts and 
found to contain 24 per cent of water. 
It consisted of ladle goods, aud this ex- 
plains how the water got into it. It 
was probably worked in intentionally 
in the process of working over the Irat- 
ter. 
This is a trick that is worked 


with variations. Sometimes chemicals 
are used to help Incorporate the water 
with the butter, and at other times beat 
alone is depended upon. This butter 
was evidently reworked at a high tem- 
perature. At the present time the rul- 
ing of the government is that butter 
must not contain over 10 per cent of 
water.—Creamery Journal.

cheese each season and sell it to pri- 
vate customers, says Mrs. Arthur C. 
Wellman of Vermont in American Ag- 
riculturist, There is quite a demand 
for dairy cheese hero, as but few make 
it. We have from 100 to 150 pounds 
milk each day. I set the night's milk 
in a large tin pan, jv^h^ch.is,warmed on.

adding the rennet tablets. The curd is 
cut by hand into small cubes and salt- 
ed to taste. I have no fixed rule for 
salting. My cheese presses are the self 
pressers.

I 
have a small room with shelves on two 
sides where tho cheeses nre turned and 
greased with Inrd each dny until cured, 
which takes about six weeks.

Twenty Inches of s>pace is the least 
that should be allowed for each cover. 
On formal occasions a richly decorated 
dinner plate, about ten inches in dlaii> 
tier, is set at each cover wbeu the ta- 
ble Is laid. The oyster and soap plates 
ere placed iu turn upon this, and later 
It is ezchi nged for the plate upon which 
the first hot course after the soup 
is served. When U£*e are plenty of 
maids, thus avoiding drawing out the 
meal to an unseemly length, it is con- 
sidered au fait to have a plate in the 
center of each cover continuously until 
the clearing of the table for the des- 
sert 


At the right of the service plate dis- 


pose as many knives as will be re- 
quired before the dessert, each oua 
with cutting edge toward the platt. 
At the right of the knives lay the soup 
spoon with the inside of the bowl up- 
ward; beyond this the fork for oysters 
or other hors d'teuvre, so that, begin- 
ning with the oyster fork, the utensils 
on the right of the service plate be 
laid in the order of use. Beginning at 
the extreme left of the service plate 
arrange the forks in the order of use, 
having the last close to the plate. Tho 
tines should be turned up. YViien the 
number of courses is such that but 
two or three knives and forks are re- 
quired, the dessert fork may be placed 
upon the table with the other fork* 
and po'jir-st the plate, with the dessert 
spoon above the plate. 
Spoons or 


forks for punch and spoons for after 
dinner coffee are best laid upon the 
plate or saucer at the time of Serving. 
Cndeed, the table can be cleared more 
neatly for the dessert If all the sliver 
for dessert be put In place when need- 
ed. At the upper right hand of the 
service plate, at the tips of the knives, 
set the glass for water. 


The napkins for dinner should be 
arge. 
In laundering these fold in 


mlves lengthwise and then fold again 
engtnwise, having the side with the 
selvage upward; then fold over in the 
middle and one end book to the central 
'old; turn the napkin over and fold the 
other end over to the central fold. The 
lapkin can be opened accordion fash- 
on. Place the napkins on the service 
jlate or at the left of the forks or fold 
>y hand in the middle and place above 
the plates. If cards arc used to seat the 
gneste, these should be placed upou the 
wpkin. At dinner a dinner roll, a 
)lecc of bread 2 by 8 inches or three 
jreadsticks tied together are often 
placed, in sight, within the folds of the 
napkin. At luncheon any one of these, 
with a ball or neatly shaped piece of 
butter, is placed on a bread nnd butter 
plate, with a butter spreader a little to 
the right and above the plate. Buttej 
not being served at dinner, this plat* 
does not then appear.

It de^ 
termlnes the boundaries of many coun- 
tries. A slight variation of time may 
change the nationality of thousands of 
people. The pursuit of the missing 
fraction of a second is therefore of 
•worldwide importance. We shall all be 
much relieved when it has been found, 
for then not a grain of the sands of 
time will be missing.—Toronto,Mail 
and Empire. 


Tribe of EulcfmOB Found. 


The resnstit of a remarkable and 


hitherto lost tiibe of Eskimos has re- 
cently been discovered jn Southampton 
island, at the extreme north end of 
Hudson bay. It is said that until re- 
cently these people have never had an 
opportunity of seeing a white man. 
Their huts are built of the great jaws 
of whales, covered with skins. In the 
middle is an elevation, on which is a 
stone lamp used for lighting, heating, 
cooking, melting snow and drying 
clothes. The lamp is only a dish of 
whale oil, in which is a wick of dry 
moss. Indeed the whale Is the chief 
means by which these people live, the 
bones being utilized for making plates, 
cups and sledges, but they also use 
sledges of wakus tuaks, with deer an- 
tlers for crossi/Ieces. The tribe is al- 
most extinct, as only some sixteen arc 
left. They speak a dialect peculiar to 
themselves and are very daring hunt- 
ers. 


The leftover Turkey. 


A delicious way to serve up leftover 


roaat turkey is with a chestnut sauce. 
Take one-half pint chestnut meat which 
has been mashed fine after having been 
boiled gently about one hour, one pint 
of pood, rich chicken stock, one-half 
ti'uspoonful lemon Juice, two table- 
spoonfuls of butter, two tnblespooufulsi 
of flour and salt and popper to taste. 
Blond the flour nnd butter together nml 
melt in a pan over the flre, gradually 
ndd the stock, then tho chestnuts, salt 
and pepper to taste. Hub all through a 
sieve and return to the flre, lay the 
slices of turkey Into this sauce, ndd the 
lemon juice and when all Is good and 
hot serve, garnishing the dish with 
cither sprigs of parsley, tender pieces 
of celery, watercress or tender lettuce 
leaves.—Table Talk.

The Ben Davis is bringing only 
from 50 to 75 per cent as much on the 
market as tbe choicer kinds, and this 
leads trade jouinals to think tbp Ben 
Davis has been greatly overplanted nnd 
that its days of profitable bearing aic 
over. They do not stop to consider that 
the Ben Davis can be produced for one- 
half as much as any of the ordinary 
fancy apples and that, notwithstanding 
its poor quality, it does actually outsell 
any other one variety taken through 
tbe entire season. It keeps well, ships 
well and looks well, and the tree thrives 
better than any other and produces a 
full crop more years of Its lifetime 
than any other." — Denver Field and 
Farm.

Soup in the early days of the repub- 


lic was considered as food for invalids 
or poor people only. Later, when the 
social splendors of the court of the 
Empress Eugenie attracted rich Amer- 
icans in flocks to Paris, French table 
manners and customs pushed the old 
English dinner fashions to the wall. It 
is doubtful, however, if soup ever found 
a place on the dinner table of the 
wealthy Maryland or Virginia planter, 
unless green turtle, which was really a 
stew,, might be so called. 


The object of an old time dinner par- 


ty -was to eat, whereas that of the 
course dinner is to delight the eye rath- 
er than the palate, and yet who will 
say that the sight of a well filled din- 
ner table where an array of silver cov- 
ered dishes gives forth a bouquet of 
appetizing odors fails to make an 
agreeable Impression on all the senses?

day. iu even shaped block*, that wall 
pack closely crosswise in ihe house— 
1C or 12 l»y 24 jiu-hi-s makes a conven- 
ient size. Make the icehouse iiupun1- 
trable by air below or under or urouu/1 
the Ice. Thus the crfvl<^s Ix-Mywu 
the blocks must be lillcil with the small 
broken ice by sweeping every lajt-r 
with a broom. This compact mass is 
then covered to protect It from contact 
willi tb£ air. It s-liould rvst on a bed 
of one foot of dry sawdust or oiher dry 
packing. No drains or oilier uii-aus. of 
contact with air must be permitted. 
If the bouse has double walls, with a 
foot of dry sawdust between, no cover- 
ing need be used on the sides of the 
ice, but this is desirable under ordi- 
nary circumstances as extra inouus of 
safety. The U-e is covered with two 
foot of dry s:i\\-dusr. The gable- ends 
of the house should have slatted win- 
dows, made to shed rain and exclude 
the sun. but to admit air freely, so that 
the top covering of the ice may be kept 
dry and cool. A cupola at the top will 
still further assist ventilation.

a block is taken out for use the cover- 
ing must be replaced.

Under thes-e arrangements the ice 


will freeze together -as the blocks lie ic 
contact aud form one single mass. 
Each block thus keeps the next oue 
cold. 
This happens by reason of a 


process of regulation, which moans 
"freezing again." It is a property -of 
ice that if two pieces are brought into 
close contact they will freeze together. 
This is how icebergs are formed, by 
masses of ice coming into contact and 
uniting by this curious property; hence 
it is well to sweep the small dust made 
in the handling of the blocks in the 
house into cracUs between the blocks, 
and sometimes water is poured over 
each layer of the ice to make tlie mass 
still more compact

The figure 4 trigger shown may be 


set under one edge of a box and the 
rabbits caught alive. Tbe box is set 
with one odgo on tbe trigger at C. the 
bait on the trigger at D. At B is a 
notch in the upright, in which the bait 
stick rests. The trigger must be care- 
fully made, so tbat it will trip easily. 
The box trap may also be set in thf 
same manner by placing the figure 4 
trigger at oue side of the box under the 
fail door.

Japan Once Joined to China. 


Japan consists of a group of "festoon 


Islands," forming a long curve, with its 
concavity toward tbe mainland, and 
many of their peculiarities are due to 
their upheaval by subterranean forces. 
of which they are still one of the most 
active scats. They were undoubtedly 
connected with China and with tbe 
laud to the nortn of this at no very re- 
mote period, geologically speaking, uud 
therefore, lifee Great Britain and Ire- 
laud, are scientifically classified as "re- 
cent continental islands." The proofs 
of this arc twofold—first, they are con- 
nected with Asia by a submarine bank 
less than a hundred fathoms beneath 
the surface, and this is believed to bo, 
as in all such cases, a submerged land 
tract; second, the animals of Japan are 
closely similar to these of China, tlie 
only plausible explanation of this being 
that formerly there was a land connec- 
tion. 


Japanese Custom. 


In some villages in Japan robbers are 


tried and convicted by ballot When- 
over a robbery is committed the ruler 
of the hanilet summons tlie entire male 
population and requests them to write 
on a Elip of paper the name of the pur- 
son they suspect us having committed 
the crime. The one receiving the lar- 
gest number of ballots Is declared duly 
"elected" aud is accordingly hanged. 
This system, like all others, has its pe- 
culiar advantages. It Insures the pun- 
ishment of somebody for every robbery 
committed, whereas under the system 
in vogue in most civilized countries in 
nine cases out of ten no punishment is 
inflicted on anybody for the crime. Of 
course they raay not "elect" the guilty 
person, but dispose of some other char- 
acter equally baO.

For sills eleven strips 1 by 4 or 2 by 4. 


six feet long,-or, better still, eight feet 
long-, are set up parallel about nineteen 
inches apart. 
Two planks 2 incuca 


thick, 12 inches wide and 10 feet long 
arc spiked dovtn to these sills, placing 
the plank crosswise of the sills and side 
by side n6ar the center of tbe sills, tbns 
forming the bottom of a double tioupb. 
Around these planks nail a 1 by 4 strip 
to form the edges of the tiougu. and ou 
each side of these plunks lay down 
boards and nail them to tlio sills, nud 
we have tbe bottom of a trough mid tbf 
board floor at each side of it that tin- 
hogs are to stand their front feet on 
while drinking. 


There nre four inches of space bo 


tween tbe partition boards lu the cen- 
ter of the trough. 


There are eleven of the side braces 


on eacli side. Their top ends are bev- 
eled to hold the second story trough or 
hopper, and they keep the hogs out 
of the trough. At the top of tbe brace? 
nail a board nine inches wide on each 
side of the trough. This leaves a space 
of twehe inches to put u twelve inch 
board in that is to be hung nt tlie top 
edge with hinges, and these two 
hinged boards and a twelve inch boaid 
on top of tbe second story or hopper 
of the trough will exclude any storm; 
also the bogs when not wanted at the 
trough. 


How the Trouarh I* Cfied. 


The board on top Is used ns a cover 


and also to walk out on nml bus n 
trapdoor in the center 8 Inches wnlc 
by 20 inches long where the slop K 
thrown down. The whole board is on 
binges. Set the trough perfectly level 
witlTone end up within four feet of the 
fence and connect an outside stile with 
the top of the trough by a stout plank 
and carry the slop out on top and turn 
it down in the center of the trough. 
There will be twenty stalls nineteen 
inches wide for the hogs to drink out 
of, and they will accommodate twenty 
of the very largest hogs.

are a genuine treasure to have. 


Skids can be put under the troughs 


to move them around with, and shorter 
troughs can be made for smaller num- 
bers of hog3. 
Forty young pigs can 


easily use one trough. 


As a sanitary measure there is uotb 


Ing to equal it. The hinged top and 
•ide boards need be used only in winter 
time, as storm water can be drawn 
off through a hole bored in the bot- 
tom of the trough in which a plug is in- 
serted. 


Build one trough nud use it awhile, 


and then you will be prepared to build

An Early Evening Tragedy In A 


Washington Street Bousa. 


Mrs. 
Susan M. Be3-l, an aged widow

f cm man hall, noticed a dense cloud 
of smckc coming from Mrs. Bell's 
apartments. He called bis mother's 
attention ami" the two entered the 
rooms of their neigihlbor and found 
her lying upon the floor among th-e 
fragments of a korosense lamp and 
with her clothiing 'burning 
fiercely 


The canpet of the roam was also on 
fire and the flames had communicated 
themselves to a portion of the furni- 
ture. 


The young men seized a number of 


rugs amidi wrap-ped' them about the 
form of MTS. Bell, partially 
exttn- 


guishinig her burning -clothing and an 
alarm <was immediately rung in from 
Cox 24. 


Whew the firemen arrived 
Mrs 


Bell was still lying upon the floor 
moaning feebly, and the fire had be- 
Kun ito assume dangerous prciportions. 
The unfortunate womani was removed 
from the room and It being evident 
that she TVU-S terribly .burned, she 
was taken to the Cottage 'hospital. 
The fire was soon under control ami 
the "all out" -signal was sounded 
about ten minutes aflir the alarm 
hatl been, mug in. 


At the hcsipital Mrs. Bell's injuries 


were found to l>e fatal aoul she died 
at ten1 minutes tefore eight.
